The railroad industry must serve not (trio

public - night and day, every day of the 
year. These unions art* proceeding in utter 
disregard of this important difference l*e- 
t ween railroads and other industries. In­ 
dustrial plants can lie shut down over 
weekends and holidays, hut freight, mail, 
express and passengers must continue to 
move. Yit rybody who enters railroad em­ 
ployment know• this.
